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This is a decision on the Petition To Withdrawal An Erroneous Holding Of Abandonment Under 
37 CFR § 1.181(A), received in the United States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO) on 
August 23, 2005. 

The petition is GRANTED 

The application was held abandoned for Applicant's failure to timely file a reply to the Office 
letter — Notice Of Drawings Inconsistency — mailed July 12, 2005.
